THE BILL FOR THEIR SUPPRESSION 
LAID ON THE TABLE, 


Mr. Hardemac’s Bill Providing that Territerics, Be- 
core Their Admission as Siatcs, Must Have a 
Pepuiation Eque! to a Congressional! Dise« 
triet Defeated in ithe House. 


Wasuineton, May 15,—The house at 11:30, 
went into committee of the whole on the bil! 
providing a civil government for the territory 
of Alaska, 

Phe bill provides that the territory of Alas- 
ka shall constitute a civil and judicial dis- 
trict, the temporary seat of government of 
which is established at Sitka. A governor 
shall be appointed who shall have authority 
to see that the laws enacted for the district 
are enforced, and who shall be ex-officio com- 
mander-in-chief of the militia with power to 
cali it out when necessary to the due execu- 
tion of the law. A district court is estab- 
lished, which shall held at least two terms 
in each year, one at Sitka, and 
the otner at Wrangell. A clerk, district at- 
torney, end marshal, are also provided for, 


and authority is given for the appointment 
of four commissioners, with the powers and 
jurisdiction of commissioners of the United 
States circuit courts. The general laws of the 
state ofOregon are declared to be the law of the 
district as far as the same may be applicable. 
After the report was discussed the commit- 
tee rose and the bill was passed without 
amendment. 

As it isa senate bill, it now requires but 
the approval ef the president to become a 
law. 

THE CREATION CF WILD CAT STATES. 

The mex! measure considered was Mr,Town- 
shend’s bill, providing that hereafter no terri- 
tory shallforma constitution, or app!y for 
admission as astate into the union until it 
shall contain a permanent population equal 
to that required in a congressional districs in 
order to entitle it to representation in the 
house of representatives. 

Mr. Kasson, of lowa, criticized the bill as 
being useless and in violation of the spirit of 
constitution in that it denied the 
people of the territories the right of petition 
in its highest form, 

Mr. Hardeman, of Georgia, denied that 
the bill trenched on the right of petition, 
but declared that it merely said, in justice to 
old states, that it would not give to the 
people of territories a basis of representation 
which the old states did not have. 

Mr. Cox, of New York, fav ored 
the bill because it would 
have a.moral emphasis, and because if was 
nothing but a fair and just restrictionon the 
right of popular or squatter sovereignty. 

Mr. Brents, of Washington Territory, pro- 
tested against the bill as working an injustice 
to the people of the territories. 

Mr. Keifer opposed it as unconstitutional. 

Mr. Horr, of Michigan, characterized it as 
nothing but buncombe. 

Mr. Hammond, of Georgia, thought it was 
an unwise and futile attempt by this congress 
to bind anotber. 

Mr. Potter, of New York, expressed him- 
seif in favor of the bill. It was, he thought, 
time for congress to announce that it was the 
policy of the country that the great people 
of the great states were not to be overridden 
by admitting states on the frontier when 
they had a population insufficient to make a 
respectable town in one of the older states 

Mr. Townshend, of Iilinois, said 
that the object of the bill was to inform 
the territories that untiti they attained their 
majority they could notenter into their inher- 
ilance. 

Mr. Hammond moved to lay the biil on 
the table. Agreed to by 109 yeasto 10b nays.

Be- 
tween Brewster and Kellogg, in this quarrel} 
sympathy in Washington is serenely sus- 
pended. 

W. W. Story, whose statue of John Mar- 
shall was unveiled with such impressive cer- 
emonies last Saturday is a great favorite in 
literary and art circles. He frequently visits 
Washington, and now and then delivers a 
lecture here. His discourse on ‘*Michael 
Angelo” isa superb specimen of literary 
taste as well asart criticism. Mr. Story has 
been remarkably endowed by na- 
ture. His father, Justice Story, 
intended him for the bar and he received a 
careful training in the law. The start he 
made in the practice indicated that he could 
have followed worthily in the footsteps of 
his illustrious sire. Bat young Story’s tastes 
were esthetic, and he resoived to devote 
himself toart. In sculpture, poetry, paint- 
ing, literary and art criticism he has become 
famous. His study in Rome is one of the 
most attractive to be seen in that capital of 
art, Mr. Story’s genius has brought him a 
rich reward in fame, money and the kind 
regard of cultivated friends on both conti- 
nents. 

Over one million of copies of the various 
tariff speeches recently delivered in the 
house, haye been ordered printed to be scat- 
tered over the entire country.

McKinley 
has a great many personal friends among the 
democrats, He countson sufficient support 
from them to overcome the adverse report of 
the committee. Wise has made himself very 
ofticious whenever he could find a chance, 
especially in contested election 
cases. He realized some time 
ago that his case was lost 
and has assumed an air of blustering defiance 
ever since. Parson Massey, who is here, 
says he expects to demonstrate to the house 
and thecountry that the last congressidnal 
election in Virginia hardly has a parallel for 
organized and unblushing rascality.

MR. HEWITI'S BILL BELIEVED TO

The Morrison Peeple in Favor of Reopening the 
Fightin the Natienal Convestion—Mr, Dor- 
sheimer’s Effort to Become a Nationa!

WasHINGTON, May 13 —(Specia)]—The ways 
and means committee will probably never re- 
port Hewitt’s tariff bill. The impression has 
already obtained that it is a dead letter, and 
Morrison is in no mood to tackle the tariff 
again this session. Messrs. Hurd, Blackburn 
and Mills said today that no bill that 
could now be brought forward could 
command the support given to the Morrison 
bill, They are agreed that it is best now to 
make the fightin the convention. Mr. Her- 
bert says he thinks that the question should 
be re-opened, and he believes some bill cou/d 


| be devised which would unite the two fac- 


tions in the party. Such, however, is not the 
general opinion. The speeches of Morrison 
and Hurd, and Carlisle’s tariff speech last 
congress, are being sent out by the hundred 
thousand, with the intention to work up 
a free-trade sentiment, which shall express 
itself in the convention 
MR DORSHEIMER DANCES TO THE FRONT. 

Mr. Dorsheimer is coming forward for a 
place on the national ticket, and is trying to 
start a boom by assuming the championship 
of Morrison’s beaten bill. He calculates to 
figure as the chief whooper-up of the indig- 
nation which, it is hoped, will be expressed 
in the national convention. In pursuanceof 
this scheme, Mr. Dorsheimer to-day circulated 
a paper among the democrats who voted for 
the Morrison bill, which in effect is an appeal 
to the country to assert its approval of the 
efforts of the majority of the democrats to 
reduce the tariff taxation. It declares, in 
substance, that the majority of the members 
of the house were elected on the issue of 
tariff reform; that a speaker was chosen 
who would carry out this policy; 
that tarift reform, and not a reduction of the 
internal revenue is necessary, because all in- 
ternal revenue taxes excepton whisky and 
tobacco are aiready abolished; that the dem- 
crats of the house in caucus, by a vote of 114 
to 57, passed a ‘resolution committing the 
party in the house to tariff reduction; that 
this is the first time in this or any country 
that a party elected on a tariff reform issue, 
refused to reduce the surplus in the treasury, 
and finally that the signers of this address 
appeal; to the people not to allow the party 
to be misrepsented by the action of forty-one 
men who struck out the enacting clauge of 
the Morrison bill. 

MR. BROWN'S COMING SPEECH.

THE DEATH OF O’CONOR. 


The Great Jurist Closes Hise Eyes on the Werid ia 
Nantucket. 

Naytucket, May 13.—Cbarles O’Conor 
died at his residence in Nantucket vesterday, 
atoize p.m. On his return from New York, 
about three weeks ago, he contracted a very 
Severe cold from which it was evident he 
could not recover, On Wednesday following 
he called Dr. Edward Roth, whom he in- 
formed he did not care tolive.

Three minutes before death he raised np, 
opened his eyes and put out his hand to the 
doctor. Then ina clear, strong voice he ex. 
claimed: 

‘“My God!’’ 

And expired without apparent pain or strug- 
gle. O’Conor’s written request was that his 
immediate attendants should perform the 
last duties, superintended by Dr. Roth. The 
family left Nantucket with the remains this 
morning for New York. The funeral will 
take place from St. Patrick’s cathedral, and 
the body will be inverred in the family vault 
according to the deceased's instructions. 

Charles O’Conor was born on January 22d, 1803 
He was the son of a man of culture, a member of 
the Catholic church, in which faith his distin 
guished son lived. The future eminent lawyer 
did not receive a university education. The asso 
ciations of his life at home, while he was a pupilin 
a commen school, were, however, favorable to the 
develepment of his mental powers. He was ad 
miited to the bar when about 20 years of 
age, rose rapidly in his profession, 
4 was recognized As n lawyer 
of unusual ability aud promise before he was 380 
When under 50 years old he had achieved a 
national reputation. Of the important cases in 
which he has taken part, two are pre-eminent— 
namely: the Mason will case, in which he is con- 
siaered to have made his greatest argument, and 
the Forrest divorce suit, in which he appeared for 
Mrs, Forrest. Mr, O’ Conor lived at 
Nantucket in the enjoyment of an ample 
income earned by his briliiant success. at the bar. 
He is said to be worth about $1,000,000. After 
being a bachelor many years he married one of 
his clients, a widow jady belonging to the Liv- 
ingston family, with whom he lived but a short 
time. Their tastes were as opposite as their re- 
ligious preferences (she was a Protestant) aud they 
separated. When, after many years Mr. O’Conor 
received the news of his wife’s death, be is said to 
have wept bitterly. He has uo children. He was 
a memb:r of the constitutiona! couveution of 1861 
His vomination for the presidency in 1572 resulted 
in a few votes, deing cast for him in several states. 
“ome years ago he was reported dead, but the day 
the news was published wasable to sositup and 
read his own vbituary.

He believed that all England would 
say ‘‘aye’’ to the question, whether Generel 
Gordon should be rescued? Mr. Gladstone 
would either have tosubmit to this demand 
or resign. 

Hon. William E. Forster, liberal, lately 


chief secretary for Ireland, made a vehement 
speech, attacking the policy of the govern~ 
ment. He was frequently interrupted by 
vociferous cheerson the part of the conserva- 
tives. ‘‘In this instance,’’ he said, “I cannot 
support the government.’’ 

The marquis of Hartington, secretary of 
state for war, made a strong speech in de- 
tense of the government. He said the gov- 
ernment fully recognized their responsibility 
for Gordon’s safety, and they had no desire 
to avoid this responsibility. He defended the 
government’s course in sending troops to 
Suakira, and not to Berber, and pointed out 
the risk and suffering which would be in- 
curred in dispatching, forces to the latter 
place. He denied that the government were 
neglecting to take steps to secure the safety of 
Gordon, but said that an expedition to crush 
tae Mahdi was beyond the responsipility of 
ihe government.

Lord Randolph Churchill compared Glad- 
stone’s speech with the declarations of Pon- 
tius Pilate, publicly washing bis hands of the 
blood of the Just Man. This portion of Lord 
Churchill's speech stirred the house to great

Many persons had hereditary 
predisposition to hemorrhages, Some per- 
sons were pbysically ruo down from 
intemperance, were aiyen WwW Gis 
fusions of bI00t; Dentists’ should be 
posted upon the symptoms and able to 
judge whether operations were advisable in 
such cases. Ife mentioned some excitin 
causes of hemorrhages. The ttmmooth ent o 
a lancet sometimes caused excessive bleeding, 
We ought to devise some way of getting 
around the use of the lancet. He stated a 
serious case of bleeding in a lady for whom 
he had extracted three teeth, The physician 
did not treat the case properly. Hemorrhage 
was a family disposition in this case, 
Dr. Catchings asked how he treated hem- 
Orrhage. 
Dr. Wardlaw applied linen packing satur- 
ated with glycerine and tannin and 
sandrac varnis?. 
Dr. Campbell took issue with Dr. Wardlaw 
about bleeding from the smooth cut of the 
lancet, which he regarded as more easily con- 
trolied. He never feared hemorrhage from 
an extraction. f 
Dr. Holland asked for his precautions. 
Dr. Campbell used his lancet freely prepar- 
ing for the extraction, and then applied per 
chioride or per sulphate of iron and bicar- 
bonate of soda. He always removed a 
diseased tooth if it was necessary. He had 
never had a hemorrhage that he could not 
stop in half a minute. 
Dr. Wardlaw defended his view that clean 
cut wounds bied more than lacerated wounds. 
He contended that per suiphate of iron while 
controlling hemorrhage primarily, induced it 
secondarily. 
Dr. Catching thought the preparations of 
iron dangerous. 
The society then adjourned until 3 p. m. 
AFTERNOON SESSION, 
The dental society resumed its delibera- 
tions at 3 p. m. 
Dr. R. B. Adair made remarks on patho- 
logy, and showed some models of jaws and 
teeth. He had a model of an irregular mouth 
and tbe even jaw after he had treated the 
patient 50 days. 
Dr. Adair also read a paper, a very inter- 
esting one, in which he gave the history of a 
man named Joe Dusken, who had a tooth 
with fungus growth that treubled him from 
December until May, the present month, 
when he died from it in 
great pain. The most skillfa 
dentists and physicians failed to give him 
relief. Theextraction ofthe tooth did not 
relieve him. 
Dr. Chapple mentioned an analogous case 
ofa man who had the painful tooth taken 
out, and thena cauliflower appeared, which 
killed him, There was no pus, 

Dr. McElbaney had such a case five years 
aco, and halfof the jaw was cut out, bat it 
finally killed him in twelve months. The 
doctor cut outthe cauliflower halfa dozen 
times, but in vain. 

Dr. Chapple thought the tooth had nothing 
to do with it 

Dr. Adair said Dr. Willis Westmoreland 
thought it a case of abcess 

Dr. E. Parsons had several such cases, and 
never lostene. He used oxalicacid, but this 
was very powerful, and he used most the 
saturated solution ofthe acetate of zinc. 

Dr. Adair said the physicians pronounced 
the case one of sarconouia which had never 
been cured. 

Dr. Catchnig stated a case of cancer of the 
inferior maxilia that bad been cured by con- 
s\itutional apd local treatment, scraping the 
bone and applying aromatic sulphuric acid. 

Dr. Chapple spoke of a case in Texas that 
was cured by extr-cting some of the bone. 

Dr. Wardiaw presentea his theory of Dr.

(a) Thetrue equity (with proper plead- 
ings) if the debtor 1s unable to pay the debt, 
is to have the land sold, the debt paid andthe 
balance paid to him; or if the proceeds are

(b.) The old Engiish mode of allowing a 
morigagee to enter and work out a debt does 
not exist in Georgia, and a plea praying that 
this be allowed was properly stricken. 

(c.) It is not decided that reasonable time to 
pay the debt might not be allowed before the 
compulsory saie, if reasonable delay has not 
already been had, where there are proper 
pleadings therefor.

president, to procure; and they were not pur- 
chasers without notice of the state’s lien. 

2 It was the duty of the president.of the 
bank to make the bond and furnish the sure- 
ties thereon, and having executed it as pres- 
ident, and signed it as surety 
individually, he could not be relieved from 
liability because the name of one of thesure-

Jackson, C. J —1l. One who became a sure- 
tyon the bond of a bauk as a state deposi- 
tory, cannot free himself .from liability 
thereon, on the ground that the governor 
selected the bank as a solvent bank and pub- 
lished it as one of the depositories, and that 
the surety.was induced to become such by 
this fact, though the bank was not solvent at 
the time of its selection and the giving of the 
bond by it. While it is the duty of the gov- 
ernor to use his discretion in selecting a char- 
tered goivent bauk, of good standing and 
Credit, as a state depository, the very 
object of requiring a bond is to 
guarantee the solvency of the bank, and one 
who becomes asurety on such bond cannot 
discharge himself on the ground that the 
bank was insolvent. 

2. Nor cau such a surety relieve himself, on 

the ground that he signed the bond because 
of its selection by the governor, acting as the 
agent of the state, and by reason of the law 
of the state which required the 
selection of a solvent bank, by rea- 
son of which the state repre-ent- 
ted the bank as solvent, and thereby made a 
false representation on which the surety re- 
lied when he rigned the bond. The state ac- 
cepts the bond foritsown security; it does 
hot guarantee the solvency ofthe bank to 
the signers of the bond. 
_o Where one who signed the boud cfa 
bank as a state depository resided in the city 
where the bank was located, and had oppor- 
tunity to investigate as to the condition 
of the bank before signing the 
bond, but did sign and enabled the bank to 
receive money belonging to .the s ate, he 
could not relieve himself from responsi sility 
on the ground of false representations made 
Dy the governor. 

(a,) Tne facts in this case do not show false, 
and fraudulent or corrupt conduct on the 
part of the governor. 

4. The object of incorporation is to create 
an artificial veing with perpetual life, or life 
for a term of years, and it does not cease to 
be such, although all of the natural persons 
who were first members of the organization 
die, sell their interest, or otherwise cease to be 
stockho!lders. 

a.) If there was any impropriety in the 
transfer, the governor had no notice which 
was not equally accessible to the surety on 
the bond. ; 

o. The sureties on the bond of a bank de 
signated asastate depository are bound to 
see that the bank makes; a faithful accountef 
all the public money or effects received by it, 
whether from the tax collector or the treasu- 
rer.

6. Sach a surety is not relieved from liabil- 
ity because his principal did not make re- 
turns to the governor strictly according to 
law, or because the governor did@rot remove 
or discontinue the principal as a depository. 

4) The fact that the bond was not re- 
coraed on the miputes of the executive office, 
but was referred to in executive orders, there 
recorded, did not relieve thes urety. 

‘(. Where a surety to a bond given to the 
state assecurity fora bank depository signsit 
before another surety, whose name precedes 
his in the body of bond, bat 
is forged thereto in the signa-~ 
ture, and where the name of the 
same person as well as that of another, whose 
name wappears before that of the complain- 
ing surety in the body of the bond, appear as 
having signed an affidavit that they were 
worth a certain sum, batin fact they never 
signed the affidavit at all, but their names 
were forged to it; and where the ccmplaining 
entrusis the bond to the president of the 
bank as an escrow, not to be delivered to the 
state until these sureties execute it, but 
the president does deliver it to the governor, 
the obligee, with all the signature apparentiy 
genuine thereon, the complaining surety is 
not discharged from responding to the state 
upon the breach of the bond, even though 
one of the signatures so to be obtained was a

The state commissioner of IIli- 
nois says the crop of his state is about fifteen 
per cent better than it was last year. The 
spring wheat is also looking well, 
and acreage has never been 
surpassed. The planting of has 
been retarded by the lateness of spring 
weather, but it is-believed that the acreage 
will not on that account be lessened. If pos- 
sible it will be increased. In the west there 
isa tendency to devote moreand more Jand to 
corn, which is food tor both men and ani- 
mals. It would not be surprising to find that 
the year’s acreage had never been exceeded. 
The tobacco crop will also be large if the sea- 
son continues favorable. The reports from 
the cotton fields indicate, in spite of late 
planting, a email increase in acreage in Geor- 
giaand Alabama, and a large increase-in 
Texas, Mississippi, Louisiana and Arkansas 
promise about as much as they had last year. 
Slight decreases are reported in North Caro- 
lina and Tennessee. As a rule more com- 
mercial fertilizsrs have been used in Georgia, 
Alabama and Mississippi. Bradstreet’s 
says in summing up the 
situation, ‘‘that there is no promise of a de- 
crease, while a large increase in Texas may 
result in a larger total area.’’ If, therefore, 
the season is favorable and the crop an ave- 
rage one, we will have an abundance of cotton 
to sell.

The Savage Murder cf a Nigre by His Felice 
Workman. 

CHARLOTTE, N, C., May 13.—|Specia])}~To-dey 
cold blooded murder was committed at Crump gold 
mine,eight miles southof here. One negro map 
struck his companion with a pick, and killing him 
instantly.

About 1830 George 
died, when it was found thatke beld what pur 
ported to be a deed in fee simple to the half of the 
lot in question. He had deeded this to his wile 
for life and the remainder te his sous Mad 
son and Jefferson.

The Supreme © ourt Decides that Warren Price Must 
be Hung for Murder. 

Several interesting cases were decided in the su 
preme court yesterday that deserve a lengthier re- 
port than isgiyen in the published decisions. The

WARREN F. PRICE WAS ONE, 
Price was indicted and tried at the March term, 


1883. of Johnaon superior court for the murder of R 
F. Perry in August 27th, 1882. Perry wasa son-in 
law of Prics.
